THE  COVER 

Emma  Amos,  whose  etching  "Without  Feather  Boa"  is 
reproduced  on  the  cover  this  month,  was  born  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  and  received  her  BA.  from  Antioch  College.  She  ob- 
tained a  Diploma  in  Etching  from  the  London  Central  School 
of  Arts  and  Crafts  in  1959  and  obtained  an  M.A.  in  Art  from 
New  York  University  in  1966. 

Miss  Amos,  who  is  a  painter  as  well  as  an  etcher,  has  shown 
at  Atlanta  University  Art  Shows,  the  Provincetown  Art  Fes- 
tival, the  Society  of  American  Graphic  Artists,  the  Associated 
American  Artists  Gallery  and  various  British  galleries.  Her 
work  is  included  in  the  collections  of  the  United  States  Embassy 
in  London,  the  Museum  of  African  Arts  in  Washington,  D.C., 
Speimun  College  and  a  number  of  private  collections.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Spiral,  the  Intaglio  Workshop  and  the  Print- 


making  Workshop.  "Without  Feather  Boa"  is  in  the  permanent 
collection  of  the  Museum  of  African  Arts.  The  etching  was 
photographed  for  WBAI  by  Nathan  Rabin.

We  welcome  a  new  commentator,  Will  Brady,  to  our  gallery 
of  speakers  with  a  point  of  view.  A  former  Senatorial  aid  and 
former  National  News  editor  of  Report  magazine,  Mr.  Brady 
is  at  present  on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  Encyclopaedia  Britan- 
nica.  In  addition  to  offering  opinions  on  current  events,  Mr. 
Brady  will  comment  on  the  arts  and  sciences,  occasionally  have 
guests  and  occasionally  interview  people.  Will  Brady's  Com- 
mentary can  be  heard  on  Mondays  at  7:45  p.m.  (Rebroadcast 
Tuesdays  at  11:15  a.m.). 

The  Music  Department  would  like  to  call  listeners'  attention 
to  the  program  featuring  Elliott  Carter  (January  22,  8  p.m.). 
Mr.  Carter  talks  about  his  work  with  Ann  McMillan  and  they 
will  play  a  preview  of  the  RCA  recording  of  his  Piano  Concerto. 
In  another  interview  Miss  McMillan  speaks  with  the  Polish 
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composer,  Krzytof  Penderecki  about  his  Passion  According  to 
St.  Luke.  Mr.  Penderecki  talks  about  the  occasion  of  his  com- 
ing to  New  York  and  comments  on  the  recorded  version  of  the 
Passion.  (January  14,  8:15  p.m.). 

On  January  26  at  8:30  p.m.  the  Music  Department  will 
present  an  At  Home  Concert  featuring  Sophie  Sollberger  on 
flute  and  Robert  Miller  on  piano.  In  this  concert  recorded  es- 
pecially for  WBAI,  they  will  play  works  by  Prokofieff,  Schoen- 
berg  and  Bach. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  offers  a  major  con- 
tribution by  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre:  The  Star-Pit  by  Samuel 
R.  Delaney,  adapted  by  the  author  especially  for  WBAI.  Mr. 
Delaney  has  been  called  "the  foremost  science  fiction  author 
to  emerge  during  the  '60s"  and  when  Baird  Searles  suggested 
that  he  do  a  reading  of  The  Star-Pit  for  the  station,  Delaney 
came  up  with  a  full-scale  production,  with  a  specially  written 
and  performed  score  by  Susan  Schweers  and  a  cast  of  six  di- 
rected by  Daniel  Landau.  Also  from  D&L,  an  increased  con- 
centration on  new  poets  and  poetry  captured  on  tape  by  poetry 
producer  Martin  Last.  This  will  complement  Michael  Silver- 
ton's  regular  series,  New  York  Poets.  Finally,  Bob  Sitton's  The 
Movies  settles  into  a  regular  spot  in  the  schedule,  alternate 
Tuesdays  at  8  p.m.,  rebroadcast  the  following  Thursday  at 
10:30  a.m. 

This  month  we  present  the  first  four  of  the  1967  Silliman 
Memorial  Lectures  delivered  at  Yale  University  by  Jacob  Bro- 
nowski  under  the  overall  title,  "The  Origins  of  Knowledge  and 
Imagination."  Mr.  Bronowski  is  a  noted  British  scientist  and 
writer,  currently  Senior  Fellow  of  the  Salk  Institute  for  Bio- 
logical Studies.  In  these  lectures  Mr.  Bronowski  proposes  to 
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show  how  man's  view  of  the  world  is  dictated  by  his  bio- 
logical makeup  and  has  a  good  deal  to  say  about  how  man 
differs  from  other  animals  and  other  machines.  (Sundays  at 
3  p.m.) 

WBAI  recently  received  a  letter  from  Vietnam  that  may 
interest  late-night  listeners.  It's  from  a  PFC,  whose  name  we 
are  withholding.  He  writes: 

"I  am  sitting  here  by  my  radio  all  night  long,  and  it  doesn't 
make  a  sound,  hardly  at  all.  I  just  sit  here  by  and  make 
sure  it  is  on.  The  other  radio  is  AM.  Aside  from  the  Viet- 
namese hillbilly  music  and  Hanoi  Hannah,  which  I  occasion- 
ally have  the  pleasure  of  listening  to — she  doesn't  sound  like 
Tokyo  Rose  much.  Hannah  is  a  real  shrew — I  must  put  up 
with  the  single  Armed  Forces  radio  station.  It  plays  nothing 
music  all  night  long,  including  at  least  ten  different  Beatles 
tunes,  but  all  by  Hollywood  type  orchestras!  No  Beatles.  The 
good  honest  sounds  I  used  to  listen  to  on  your  FM  broadcasts 
are  here  forsaken  for  the  warmed-over  and  masticated  super- 
market sounds. 

So  I  am  thinking  how  great  it  would  be  to  hear  WBAI  over 
here,  viz.  the  music  programs,  especially  like  whozzit's  from 
midnight  to  2  or  3  a.m.  each  morning  that  inspiring  potpourri 
of  all  sounds,  psychedelically  placed  back  to  back  and  inter- 
spersed with  the  announcer's  barely  audible  mumblings. 

So  I  am  thinking  why  don't  you  set  up  a  Pirate  ship  radio 
station  off  the  coast  of  Vietnam  and  broadcast  directly  to  the 
troops.  Think  of  the  political  prestige — appealing  to  the  troops, 
right  here  in  Vietnam  ...  I  am  not  the  only  one  over  here  who 
would  like  to  hear  the  happenings  on  WBAI."
